other of raspberries yielded poorly last • 
season and what few apples there were. 
rotted badly. This year promised bet-] 
ter than '97, and last year was a little, 
better than '96, when he figures that i 
the total sales were ?600, including for! 
milk $300, calves ?50, strawberries $33,'. 
raspberries §07, egcs, $50, chickens si-j, 
wood $25, potatoes ?15, apples ?15, mis- 
cellaneous $20. He estimates that they 
paid out |350. including for hired help ; 
$100, 
feed ?100, incidentals $100, fer-' 


tilizers and taxes ?50. He thus esti- 
mates a net cash return from the farm 
of $250, besides ?100 worth of its prod- 
uce consumed in the family and house 
rent worth $150, or a total of $500 for 
the year's work of father and son. 


From his letters and from our own 


special knowledge of that town and its 
farms, we are forced to conclude that 
our young friend doesn't know when 
he is well off. Hundreds of New Eng- 
land farmers are doing better than he 
is without half as good a chance. With 
3 cents per quar* at the door for milk 
the year round, most dairymen would 
think they had a snap. 
They would 


double and treble their number of

by an

tion of forage crops 
and

the silo. They 
would rip up part 


of the old pasture and aiake a few 
acres of it produce as much feed as 
tho whole pasture now does. Poultry 
should be increased, vegetables and 
fruits produced more liberally, only 
good cows kept, and probably two 
horses would do all the business. Lots 
of our readers will say that this young 
man has a snap if he only makes the 
most of his opportunities. 


His figures are probably quite unre- 


liable, in the absence of any record. 
Both father and son have a compara- 
tively easy time of it, especially eight 
months in the year, compared to the 
mechanic who works in a close shop 10 
hours 
a day for $1.50 to $2.50, and 


never knows how soon he will be out 
of a job or when he will get another. 
The average mechanic of late years has 
barely managed to exist, and few there 
be who can show any gain at the close 
of the year after paying rent and liv- 
ing expenses. We believe that if our 
young friend would charge the farm 
with all the expense and labor put onto 
it, and credit the farm at fair mar- 
ket prices with all that is tal<eu from 
it (whether consumed by tho family or 
sold to other consumers makes no dif- 
ference), the result would be a balance 
on 'he right side sufficient to pay C to 
8 per cent, on the lapital invested in 
the business after allowing good value 
for the services of father and son.

to fo4'ce the doors of .the supreme court 
at Apia, Samoa, in which the German 
consul had established himself, and to 
pr.-'-h him into the street. 


Ali parties at Apia, the dispatch con- 


tinues, unite in condcir.nipg the Ger- 
man consul for the fighting which has 
taken place between the rival kings, tt 
is pointed out tbat in violation of all 
agreements the 
consul accompanied 


Mataafa's forces, \vhen the claimant in- 
vaded the town and encouraged the op- 
position to Malietoa Tanus. 


"When the British and American con- 


suls were informed as to the situati in 
they adjourned the court and locked the 
building:. The German consul tnen de- 
manded t»he keys, which were refused 
him. Hr> then broke open the doors, re- 
moved the locks and replaced them with 
others. He afterwards brought the Gor- 
man municipal president Into the cham- 
ber and the latter \vcnt upon the balcony 
and shouted to the British and American 
marines assembled on the square: "I 
am the supreme court. I am the chief 
justice." 


The crowd replied with jeers and the 


British consul demanded the keys of the 
building, whic-h were refused. 


A Scotchman named Mackie there- 


upon climbed on top of the building: and 
hoisted the Samoan flag-, while the Brit- 
ish and American consuls and a num- 
ber of marines invaded the 
building, 


forced the doors open and pushed the 
German consul into the streets. Then 
the two consuls formally and legally, ac- 
cording to the special dispatch, opened 
the court and issued a Warning against 
any further interference with its juris- 
diction, threatening to arrest and im- 
prison any one attempting to do so.

mains in his consulate.

A Hnudy Splice. 


If you wish to splice a broken stick 


or prevent a piece of rope from un- 
raveling at the ends, perhaps you could 
not do better than to use the contriv- 
ance shown in the accompanying pic- 
ture.

easily make the splice with a piece of 
ordinary twine. The twine must, how- 
ever, be long enough to permit of pass- 
ing the loop several times over the 
end of the object to be spliced.

When 
you have made as many turns about 
the stick or rope as you think neces- 
sary pull at the. ends of the twine No. 1 
and No 2 till the splice is tight You 
will find that iou have made a very 
strong fastening that becom&s tighter 
the harder you pull. 


The lower sketch simply shows you 


how the splicing is done. In making 
the splice for use the wrappings should 
lie close together, with the ends of the 
twine cut short, as they snow in the 
second sketch in the picture.

This is 
a popular error, for sugar is but rarely 
adulterated, from the fact that unless 
scientifically done, and then only with 
a certain kind of clay, the fraud would 
come to light without the consumer 
applying any test. 
If sand is mixed 


with sugar, it would he rtiscovfied by 
Iho sugar eater, for the sand would be 
found as u deposit at the bottom oi 
the coffee cup, or it would betray Itsell 
by the grit in the cake.

Iis size will depend, of course, on the 


size of your dog, but for a canine of 
medium size a box 3«j inches long, 22 
inches wide and 32 inches hsgii from 
the ground to the roof peak. in.l give 
ample room. If 5t is made larger or 
smaller, the same relative proportions 
should be maintained. 


First make ihe front and back with 


peaked tops, then the side and bottom. 
In the from cut the entrance hole and j 
be sure to have it largo enough. Don't 
force yuur iio^ to »<jufivt and scrajje! 
every time he crawls in or out. This 
opening should be marked with a com- 
pass and cut with a keyhole saw to 
obtain (he curved line. Above it, in 
the peak, bore four holes and with the 
same saw cut away the wood between 
them, as shown in the picture, so as to 
make a ventilator for dogs as well as 
other animals need pure air. The back 
can be treated in a similar manner, so 
that a circulation of air can be had. 


Now nail the sides to the bottom, 


and the front and back to the bottom 
and sides. Between the two peaks nail 
a strip of wood to form a ridge pole, 
against which the upper ends of the 
board forming the roof are to be nailed. 
Next put on the top. nailing it secure- 
ly to the ridgepole, the top edges of the 
front and back, and also to the upper 
edge of the sides. 


Under the front and back nail a 


piece of joist to raise the floor of the 
kennel from the ground. When this is 
done, look inside and see that there is 
no nail ends visible to tear the dog's 
skin or stick into him when he lies 
down. 


A staple with a chain attached, to the 


end of which may be a snap, can be 
driven in at one side of the front if it 
is desired to keep the dog fastened. If 
necessary a door may be fitted to close 
the hole in front at night, so as to keep 
the dog warmer in winter, but you 
must never forget to open it in the 
morning, as it would be very disagree- 
able for a dog to be shut in so small 
a place when he is awake. 
If it is 


thought desirable to paint the kennel 
the nail holes should be puttied up anc 
the entire outside treated to several 
successive coats. A light colored paint 
is best. 


Always place plenty of straw on the 


floor of the kennel to make a soft bed 
for your dog. He will be more grate- 
ful to you in his canine way than you 
have any idea of.
